REBEL DEFEAT 
OVERWHELMING. 


Suffer Tremendous Loss in 
Fight at Chihuahua. 


Large Forces Are Gathering 
Near Ciudad Victoria. 


Government Comes to Terms 
With Emiliano Zapata. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

MEXICO CITY, Nov. 11.—[ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Rebel forces under 
Francisco Villa, Ortega and other 
leaders who the last few days have 
been attempting to capture the city of 
Chihuahua made another furious at- 
tack yesterday morning, but late in 
the afternoon were repulsed with 
heavy losses, according to reports 
reaching the capital last night. Gen. 
Salvador R. Mercado, Governor of 
Chihuahua and commander of the 
north division of the army, informs 
the War Department that the revolu- 
tioniste after being repulsed iast 
Saturday proceeded to Chuviscar, lo. 
cated but a few miles from Chihua- 
hua, where they rallied yesterday 
morning. 

They commenced another attack on 
the city. The Federal garrison was 
prepared and made a gallant resist- 
ance. The rebels directed their prin- 
cipal attack on the position in -Caro- 
lina colony. The rebel artillery placed 
in Chuviscar protected the advance of 
the revolutionary infantry, and an 
artillery duel from the city batteries 
and rebel cannon in Chuviscar lasted 
several hours. During the day the 
fire of the rebel artillery caused no 
great to the city while the 
shells of the Federals in most in- 
stances exploded in the positions oc- 
cupied by the revolutionists, killing 
many, but these quickly were replaced 
by others. About 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon when the fight was at the 
most crucial stage Gen. Jose Salazar, 
head of the cavalry column, arrived 
in the vicinity of Chihuahua from the 
rear. This caused great disorder 
among the rebel forces and turned 
the fight in favor of the government 
forces. In the meantime other rebel 
columne that were sent to attack Chi- 
huahua from different points also 
were routed by the garrison of the 


REBELS LOSS HEAVY. 

The losses suffered by the revolu- 
tionists, Gen. Mercado states, are very 
heavy... At the time of sending the re- 
port, however, a search of the field 
had not been made. Gen. Mercado 
believes the number of rebels killed 
and wounded during yesterday's at- 
tack run into the hundreds and that 
the rebels that attacked Chihuahua 
numbered 8000 men. After the rebels 
were repulsed last Saturday they were 
reinforced by several bands that ar- 
rived from different parts of Chihua- 
hua. The rebels are attempting to re- 
organize north of Chihuahua again 
for the purpose of renewing the at- 
tack on the city. Gen. Mercado in- 
forms the war office that he is pre- 
pared to resist again. Jesus Car- 
ranza, Pablo Gonzales and Lucio 
Blanco, rebels, most of whom par- 
ticipated im the recent attack on Mon- 
terey, are concentrated between Lin- 
ares and Ciudad, Victoria, Tamaulli- 
pas, according to reports from several 
reliable sources which were received 
yesterday. The object of their con- 
centration is to make a demonstration 
against Victoria, it is thought, but 
military authorities do not believe 
they will venture to attack that place, 
which has a very strong Federal gar- 
rison. That rebels are in force just 
north of Ciudad Victoria is admitted 
officially, and reports of the Nationa! 
Raliways tend to confirm this fact. 
Rumors were circulating that Rebels 
had attacked Victoria, but this is de- 
nied by the railway company whose 
officials state their trains from Tam- 
pico have been running regularly into 
that place for more than six months 
without a single interruption.

ACING with a sort of stubborn 
stolidity the jury upon whose ver- 
dict will depend his life, Louls 
Larson sat for three hours yesterday 
afternoon and hardly moved while 
the prosecution began to forge their 
chain of. circumstantial evidence 
pointing to him as the siayer of his 
wife. 

When the grewsome exhibits of the 
tragedy, a pair of shoes, a gold watch, 
a broken back-comb and the jagged 
Pp of beer bottles with which the 
prosecution contends the crime was 
committed, were brought out some of 
the spectators turned their eyes away. 
Larson gazed at the articles as 
though they were meaningless bits of 
wood. While witnesses described in 


minute and vivid detail the finding 
of the mutilated body of his wife,

“The case looks bright,” he said, 
after the session Was over, “and I'm 


freed, I'm going to stay 
in Los Angeles and work for my chil- 
dren.

Camp Burial Pilot Has Greater Plan 
in the 

Back of the plan to raise funds by 
a theatrical benefit at the Burbank 
next Monday night for an addition to 
its burial plot at Rosedale Cemetery, 
Roosevelt Camp No. 9, U.S.W.V., has 
another and more ambitious project.

India rubber imports into the United 
States In the fiscal year 1913 were 
the largest in the history of the im- 
port trade. They amounted, ih crude 
rubber, to 113,000,000 pounds, against 
110,000,000 pounds in the former high 
record year, 1912, this being the third 
time in which the imports of this ar- 
ticle exceeded 100,000,000 pounds in 
@ fisca) year. These figures apparently 


sertion thet the United States con- 
sumes half the rubber of the world, 
since the world’s production of India 
rubber was, according to an authority, 
in 1912, 100,000 tons, or 224,000,000 
pounds, while our own imports in the 
year ended June 30, 1913, were 118,- 
884,359 pounds. Brazil still ‘supplies 
more of the india rubber imported into 
the United States than any other 
country, but the tage of the 
imports supplied Brazil is now 
materially less than a decade ago. The 
share of the crude rubber imports 
Grawn from Brasil was 56.6 per cent. 
in 1903 and 38.4 per cent. in 1913, 
while the share drawn from the United 
Kingdom (in whose colonies are foun 
inost of the rubber plantations) was 
17.7 per cent. in 1903 and 30.1 per 
cent. in 1913. The quantity of india 
rubber drawn from the East Indies 
is also rapidiy increasing, ‘ having 
been in 1903 less than halt a million 
pounds, and In 1913 more than 1i12,-

Federal Aid for Ocean-to- 
Ocean Highway Is Plan. 


Judge Lowe, Who Rode in

The national highways estimates 
that more then $25,000,000,000 will 
be spent in the next twenty-five years 
as the 2,200,000 miles of highways in 
the United States. The wise ex- 
penditure of this vast sunr ts of para- 
mount importance to the 100,000,009 
people of this nation. The purpose 
of the association is to promote dis- 
cussion, disseminate knowledge, and 
ameist as to the best development of 
Pthese highways. The association be- 

li@ves the most beneficent results will 

be obtained by first securing the crea- 
tien of a “National Highways Com- 
mission” by the passage by Congress 
of a bill creating such a commission 
in the belief that a proper investiga- 
tien by a properly constituted com- 
mission will result in the boallding and 
permanent maintenance by the na- 
| tional government oO? approximately 
50,000 miles of highways throughout 
the United States as a great system of 
national highways; and as « result 
thereof the nation, through the States, 
will secure at the ,earliest possible 
date the bullding of good roads every- 
where as the distributing and collect- 
ing medium for the traffic of national 
highways and for the uge and bene- 
fit of all the people of the nation. 
Their demand is: 

National highways in the length 
and breadth of these United States of 
America, which will secure the bene- 
fite—eocial, moral, commercial, in- 
dustrial, material, educational, per-
